EPSOM Hospital celebrated the lives 
of premature babies last week as it 
marked World Prematurity Day. 

Grateful parents, fundraising vol¬ 
unteers and Epsom and St Helier staff, 
who have raised £25,000 for the cause 
in the past year alone, gathered to 
mark the day in the neonatal unit at St 
Helier Hospital, which provides inten¬ 
sive and specialised care to babies who 
are born from as early as 26 weeks. 

There are 60,000 premature babies 
born each year in the UK and about 
80,000bab ies are born each year needing 
specialist hospital care - this is one in 
nine babies. 

Andrew Reece said he, his wife Sne- 
shka and “perfect” one-year-old Sien¬ 
na would have been “lost” without out 
the care they had received. 

He said: “World Prematurity Day is 
vital in raising awareness of ill babies. 

“Sienna was supposed to be born on 
January 20, 2016, but was born on No¬ 
vember 11,2015. 

“Having a premature baby is really 
scary and at the time we only had on 
National Childbirth Trust class but 
the care we received was amazing. 

“The staff just scooped us up and 
really looked after us. We would have 
been lost without them.” 

Chief executive Daniel Elkeles 
spoke of his pride of the “phenome¬ 
nal” work carried out at the unit. 

He said: “Each year, our units care 
for hundreds of babies, with some of 
our smallest patients weighing as little 
as 500g (equivalent to just two blocks 
of butter). 

“Having to go through that 
as a new parent is understand¬ 
ably very distressing, but our 
teams of expert, compassionate staff 
truly make a difference to families in 
these situations.”

Paying the price of watching your team

THE cost of attending Pre¬ 
mier League matches drop¬ 
ping was the biggest story 
coming out of the BBC’s an¬ 
nual Price of Football survey. 

But with Crystal Palace 
the only top-flight club in 
south London, how do the re¬ 
gion’s other teams from the 
top-tier down to the National 
League compare? 

Championship side Brent¬ 
ford FC offer cheapest match 
day tickets at 10 per cent 
below the league average. 
Meanwhile, the cost of a cup 
of tea (£1.60) is 48p below the 
average cuppa in the Champi¬ 
onship, and their shirt prices 
are just lower than the aver¬ 
age price of their second-tier 
counterparts. 

Chief executive Mark Dev¬ 
lin says the club’s impending 
move to a new stadium, at 
nearby Lionel Road, will not 
see a spike in prices. 

“There is generally a train 
of thought that says a new 



stadium means prices going 
up,” he said. 

“I’m not sure that always 
follows. 

“We will have a range of 
prices at the new stadium to 
attract new fans, and keep ex¬ 
isting ones.” 

A Bayern Munich season 
ticket (£123.20) may be cheap¬ 
er than at six out of seven 
south London clubs, but 
not at National League side 


Sutton United. A season 
of home matches at Gander 
Green Lane costs just £85 - 
the cheapest in the division. 

Millwall also offer good 
value, with their season tick¬ 
et prices (£333) being the sev¬ 
enth lowest in League One. 

An adult shirt bought at 
The Den, however, is the most 
expensive in the division, at 
£45. 

Prices are polarised at 


Charlton Athletic. The 

most expensive season tick¬ 
et at The Valley (£550) is the 
dearest in League One, while 
the cheapest (£175) is second 
only to Bradford City 

A wide range of prices can 
also be found at AFC Wim¬ 
bledon, in exile over in King¬ 
ston until they return to Mer¬ 
ton at Plough Lane. 

The Dons have the most 
expensive adult shirt (£45) 



in League One, and the sev¬ 
enth cheapest season tickets 
(£260) in the division. 

Their season ticket is also 
£52 cheaper than 23 games at 
MK Dons’ Stadium mk. 

A cup of tea at Crystal 
Palace’s Selhurst Park, at 
which Wimbledon used to 
play, costs just £1 - less than 
half the Premier League 
average. 

And while the Eagles’

lowest matchday and season 
ticket prices are cheaper 
than the Premier League av¬ 
erages, Alan Pardew’s side 
offer the fourth worst cost- 
per-goal ratio. 

Six miles down the road, 
and five tiers down at Brom¬ 
ley FC, adult’s (£35) and chil¬ 
dren’s shirts (£25) are 10 per 
cent and 20 per cent below 
the National League average 
respectively.

Chief exec 
takes over 

EPSOM and Ewell Council’s 
chief executive will resign 
and take over the top job at 
a Ewell college, following the 
departure of the UK’s high¬ 
est paid principal earlier this 
year. 

Frances Rutter, a qualified 
solicitor who has served as 
the council’s CEO for eight 
years, will take over at Ne- 
scot in spring 2017. 

She will replace Cliff Hall, 
who has been the interim 
chief executive of the college 
in Reigate Road, Ewell, since 
June 2016. 

Mrs Rutter will be respon¬ 
sible for overseeing courses 
to new commercial ventures 
at Nescot. It is not known 
what her new salary will be. 

“I’m honoured to be given 
this role, and I can’t wait to 
get started,” she said. 

“This is a really excit¬ 
ing time for post-16 ed¬ 
ucation, with plenty of 
opportunities for Nescot. 
“Nescot is already a great 
college and a good performer. 
I am looking forward to work¬ 
ing with governors, staff and 
students to help it become 
even stronger. 

“I’ve really enjoyed my 
time at Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council. I’m sad to be 
leaving, but I’m pleased that I 
will remain actively involved 
in this local community and 
I’m looking forward to the 
new challenges ahead.”

NEARLY 90 per cent of 
Southern rail train drivers 
have voted to go on strike in a 
dispute over the operation of 
train doors, the union Aslef 
has announced. 

The train driver’s union be¬ 
lieves there should be no in¬ 
troduction of new driver-on¬ 
ly operated routes, on which 
conductors would be given 
responsibility for doors, as it 
would pose a safety risk 

Southern rail denies this 
risk. 

The strike is set to start 
on Tuesday, December 6, 
and will likely cause even 
more disruption for users of 
Southern rail with walkouts 
scheduled for next week and 
over the Christmas period. 

The industrial action also 
coincides with the 24-hour 
Tube strike involving the Pic¬ 
cadilly and Hammersmith 
and City lines. 

In a ballot conducted by 
Electoral Reform Services 
drivers were asked whether 


they were prepared to strike 
and 630 (87 per cent) said yes 
with a turnout of 77 per cent. 

When asked if they were 
prepared to take part in in¬ 
dustrial action short of a 
strike, 96 per cent agreed. 

Aslef’s general secretary 
Mick Whelan said: “We have 
genuinely sought to reach a 
compromise with Southern. 


“We have always been pre¬ 
pared to talk to the company 
and we have always been of 
the view that it should be pos¬ 
sible to do a deal, but it takes 
two to tango and the compa¬ 
ny has not been prepared to 
negotiate. They have dug in 
their heels and forced us to 
ballot our members.” 

In response to Aslef’s 


announcement, Govia 

Thameslink Railway’s chief 
executive office Charles Hor¬ 
ton said passengers will be 
“furious”. 

He said: “The travelling 
public has endured months 
of misery and seen their 
work and family lives turned 
upside down by RMT’s futile 
industrial action with con¬ 
ductors. 

“Now Aslef and the driv¬ 
ers want to compound that 
suffering by joining the fray 
in launching more pointless 
strikes.” 

Southern rail has said it is 
“perfectly safe” for drivers to 
have sole responsibility for 
the operation of a train. 

Mr Horton said: “We urge 
the union to get round the 
table with us to continue our 
talks and resolve their dis¬ 
pute without causing further 
unnecessary grief to passen¬ 
gers. 

“Passengers have made it 
crystal clear that they want 
an end to these strikes. Both 
the RMT and Aslef should 
take stock and listen, if not to 
us, then at least to the travel¬ 
ling public.” 


A WOMAN was trapped in her 
car as it overturned in Burgh 
Heath Road in Epsom. The 
car flipped onto its roof near 
College Road near the area 
with roadworks. Nicola Burress, 
Surrey police, said: “The female 
driver of the grey Citroen Xsara 
was trapped following the col¬ 
lision and is still being treated 
at the scene for her injuries. 
“The road remains closed in 
both directions while emer¬ 
gency services, including fire 
and ambulance and fire crews, 
deal with the incident.” Anyone 
with any information is asked 
to contact Surrey Police on 
101, quoting incident reference 
P16273379. 

THE METROPOLITAN Police 
have admitted mistakenly 
saying a motorcyclist had 
died after a serious crash in 
Morden Park. The 20-year- 
old motorcyclist was taken to 
hospital in a critical condition 
after his Kawasaki motorbike 
crashed with a red Citroen C3 
on Sunday, November 6. The 
driver of the Citroen stopped at 
the scene and has not been ar¬ 
rested. However, a police board 
appealing for witnesses set up 
near the site of the crash in 
Epsom Road, near to the junc¬ 
tion with Lower Morden Lane, 
described the crash as “fatal”. 
Although the current condi¬ 
tion of the motorcyclist is not 
known, police have confirmed 
that he survived the crash.

Homes now cost 14 times average earnings 



Rising costs: The gap between wages and house prices in the London area is growing 


A HOME in the London 
area now costs more 
than 14 times average 
earnings - the highest 
level on record - ac¬ 
cording to a new report 
published. 

A strong demand 
for housing in London 
combined with a lack 
of supply has increased 
house prices by 86 per 
cent since 2009, proper¬ 
ty analysts Hometrack 


said. 

According to Home- 
track’s figures, the 
average house price 
in London is £482,800 - 
more than 14 times the 
average annual wage at 
£33,720. 

That is more than 
double the house price- 
to-earnings ratio across 
the UK generally, where 
a buyer can expect to 
spend around 6.5 times 


their annual wage to 
purchase a home. 

Despite the house 
prices in London hav¬ 
ing their slowest annu¬ 
al growth in the past 
three years, at around 
nine per cent, these fig¬ 
ures are still the high¬ 
est level on record. 

Richard Donnell, in¬ 
sight director at Home- 
track, said there had 
been a slowdown in 


house price growth in 
London as affordabil¬ 
ity had become more 
stretched. 

Mr Donnell said: “In 
cities where affordabil¬ 
ity levels are stretched, 
fewer households are 
able to participate in 
the market and this 
reduces levels of turn¬ 
over and leads to lower 
levels of house price 
growth.

Epsom and St Helier hospitals saw 790 cancellations 

Thousands of ops axed 
during doctors’ strike 


Affected: Hospitals hit included St Helier and Epsom 


the threat of future industri¬ 
al action amid fears planned 
five-day strikes over autumn 
would wreak havoc within the 
NHS. 

A BMA spokesman said: “We 
deeply regret the disruption 
caused to patients due to can¬ 
celled appointments or opera¬ 
tions. 

“Patient care has always been 
the priority for junior doctors 


while trying to negotiate a new 
contract. Industrial action was 
a last resort for doctors whose 
concerns were simply being ig¬ 
nored by the government.” 

A spokesman for Epsom and 
St Helier said: “During the re¬ 
cent periods of industrial ac¬ 
tion, staff from across our hos¬ 
pitals worked incredibly hard to 
keep our sites running smoothly 
and safely.” 


ACCORDING to figures obtained 
through freedom of information 
requests from this website, at 
least 5,319 vital hospital service 
appointments were cancelled, 
with Kingston Hospital worst 
affected. 

It estimated it cancelled 2,598 
appointments and operations, 
followed by Ashford and St Pe¬ 
ter’s Hospitals with 1,855, Ep¬ 
som and St Helier hospitals with 
790 and St George’s Hospital, in 
Tooting, with just 76. 

The NHS trust in charge of 
Croydon University Hospital 
refused to supply the figures, 
claiming the costs of research¬ 
ing the information would be “in 
excess of the appropriate limit”. 

Junior doctors walked out of 
hospitals nationwide five times 
this year in a bitter row with 
the Government over a new con¬ 
tract, including three two-day 
strikes in March and April. 

Earlier this month, the Brit¬ 
ish Medical Association (BMA) 
announced it was calling off

Commuters outside capital 
not part of decision making 


SURREY’S voters have no 
democratic recourse to The 
Mayor of London, Transport 
for London nor the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police. Residents of Epsom, 
Ewell and other edge-of-London 
boroughs may remember back 
to 1999/2000 when we were 
unrepresented in decision-mak¬ 
ing during the transfer from the 
Met to Surrey Police. 


Now, according to Modern 
Railways magazine (November 
2016) we now find a range of 
changes to our railway services 
being planned by TfL. They are 
lobbying Chris Grayling to be 
allowed to take over responsi¬ 
bility for routes including from 
Waterloo to Dorking by “a date 
in late 2020”. 


Upto this period and beyond, 
those of us outside the Mayor 
for London’s electorate risk 
having no one accountable 
to us in proposals to change 
“track, junctions and signalling, 
rolling stock, timetabling and 
dispatch staff at stations”.

Just one example of 
the constant battles those of us 
living outside of London but 
inside the M25 have to fight to 
maintain our subtly-different 
way of life.

Moana, the 56th animated Disney 
feature film, opens with a wise old 
Polynesian woman, Gramma Tala 
(Rachel House from 'Search for 
the Wilder People') telling a tale to 
a group of wide-eyed youngsters, 
of how the God Te Fiti created the 
paradise island where they live. 

Te Fiti's heart held the greatest 
power ever known and could create 
life itself but the legend has a more 
sinister tale to tell culminating with 
details of Maui (Dwayne Johnson) 
the demigod of the wind and sea 
who steals Te Fiti's heart which 
unleashed a terrible darkness that 
threatened Oceania and all its 
inhabitants. 

Gramma Tala's story also tells of 
great scary monsters that sought 


the heart for their own purpose 
and greed, which frightened the 
children. All except Moana (Auli'l 
Cravalho). 

Moana soon grew up to be 
a beautiful young woman who 
dreams of venturing out across the 
ocean in her sail boat. Unfortunate¬ 
ly her Father, King Tui (Temuera 
Morrison) will not allow his people 
to stray beyond the reef as it is said 
to be a dangerous place. 

But it's the ocean itself that has 
a connection with Moana and it is 
not long until bad things start to 
happen to the island. The fish are 
disappearing and the trees are 
dying. 

Gramma Tala encourages her 
granddaughter to seek out the 


demigod Maui to help restore the 
heart and save their world. 

This is a stunningly beautiful film 
boasting some of the most fantas¬ 
tic visual effects and this is possibly 
some of the best CGI animation I 
have ever seen on the screen. 

Once again Disney have chosen 
a strong female character to latch 
onto, who is a determined and 
strong teenager, not unlike Merida 
in Brave (2012). 

It's probably not until twenty-five 
minutes in that Moana teams up 
with demigod Maui who turns not 
to be quite the monster portrayed 
in the legend. However, he is quite 
arrogant, self-obsessed, big headed 
but very charismatic and funny. He 
does have a conscience though in 


the form of his many body tattoos 
who shift and move across his tor¬ 
so but also map out Maui's history 
in these ancient illustrations. 

Newcomer Auli'i Cravalho 
superbly voices Moana and brings 
her alive. It's just as much a life 
changing adventure for Moana as 
well as a voyage of self-discovery 
for Maui. Also, heading up the cast 
list is singing Nicole Scherzinger 
who plays Moana's Mother Sina. 

New Zealander Jemaine 
Clement (Flight of the Conchords) 
lends some more light relief as 
a fifty-foot monster crab who 
covers himself in shiny things. 

There is something in this film 
for everyone, old and young.

1) Letting agent location: Some 
landlords prefer to use agents who are 
members of a trade or professional 
body such as ARLA (The Association 
of Residential Letting Agents) or NALS 
(National Approved Letting Scheme) 
because they should be following 
codes of professional conduct and 
have proper guarantees in place to 
protect landlord and tenant monies. 

2) Choose the service level: 

Most letting agents offer three levels 
of service. Tenant-find only means that 
the landlord will be undertaking the 
day-today management of the letting. 
Tenant find + rent collection means 
the agent will find the tenant and 
collect the rent but all other matters 
will be dealt with by the landlord. Full 
Management means the agent takes 
care of everything to do with the letting 
from start to finish and will only involve 
the landlord if something out of the 
ordinary needs their decision. 

3) Paperwork: A competent letting 
agency will handle all the paperwork 


involved in a letting. They will take up 
references on new tenants, carry out 
credit-checks, confirm the tenant's 
employment details and check that 
the tenant has the right to reside in 
the UK. The agent will draw up the 
tenancy agreement and collate the 
required gas and electrical safely 
certificates. Agents can also obtain an 
Energy Performance Certificate (EPC) 
for the property. This must be given to 
any prospective tenant. 

4) Marketing, advertising and 
rent: Ask the agent which local 
papers they advertise in. Check that 
they are listing properties on a main 
internet portal such as OriTheMarket. 
com. Find out if they already have 
tenants on their books who will be 
interested in the properly. To get you 
the best return, letting agents will 
advise on what level of rent can be 
expected fora property and will be 
able to show you details of similar 
properties that have let for a similar 
figure. 


5) Client Money Protection: 

Letting agents handle deposits, rents 
and maintenance monies. Landlords 
and tenants need to be certain that 
the money is safe and that noone 
can run off with it. A reputable and 
professional letting agency will be able 
to demonstrate that it belongs to a 
Client Money Protection scheme. In 
the extremely rare event of a fraud, the 
landlord and tenant will be reimbursed 
for any loss. All landlord and tenant 
money should be held in a Client 
Account, separate from the letting 
agent's general bank account. 

6) Complying with deposit law: 
If you choose the tenant find + rent 
collection or the full management 
service from an agent, they should be 
able to deal with matters concerning 
the security deposit that is paid by the 
tenant at the start of the tenancy. This 
money, which is usually equivalent 

to 6 or 8 weeks' rent, is held by the 
agent on behalf of the landlord as a 
safeguard against the tenant causing 



damage to the property. By law, such 
deposits must be registered with a 
government approved tenancy deposit 
scheme. Ask the agent for details of the 
scheme they use and for confirmation 
that the deposit has been registered. 

7) Safety legislation: There are 
a number of pieces of legislation in 
place to protect the safety of tenants. 
Ask the letting agent to ensure that 
the property is in compliance with 
the rules. In particular, a property 
with a gas supply must have an 
annual maintenance check and a Gas 
Safety Certificate must be provided 
by a qualified gas engineer. Most 
agents can make the arrangements. 

If electrical items are provided by the 
landlord, they must be safety tested 


by an electrical engineer. Again, the 
letting agent should be able to deal 
with the matter. Any soft furnishings 
at the property must comply with Fire 
Safety regulations. Professional letting 
agents will advise on compliance. 
Whilst good letting agents will handle 
these matters, the legal responsibility 
remains with the landlord. 

8) Repairs and maintenance: 
Every property needs looking after. 
Ask the letting agent if they carry 
out regular inspections to ensure the 
tenant is keeping the place in good 
order and to check if there are any 
maintenance issues. Letting agents 
usually have a panel of trades people 
who can make repairs,. 

9) Maintenance float: If a letting 


agent is managing the property during 
a tenancy, it is usual for them to have the 
authority to carry out necessary repairs 
up to a certain value without reference 
to the landlord. This will be for such 
things as a leaking tap or a slipped tile 
on a roof. The landlord will keep a sum 
of money with the agent as a "float" and 
the agent will account for the money as 
it is spent. 

10) Accounting to the landlord: 

Check with the letting agent the 
arrangements that they have for 
accounting to you for the rent received, 
costs, and charges and how often they 
will transfer balances to your account.

(ii) specify that the vehicles which may be left shall be passenger vehicles (8 seats or less), goods vehicles the maximum gross 
weight of which is less than 5 tonnes, motor-cycles and invalid carriages; 

(iii) provide that vehicles left by specified disabled persons may wait at all times without time limit; 

(iv) provide that certain other vehicles may wait in certain circumstances (e.g., to allow persons to board or alight (maximum 2 
minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc; 

install Mandatory disabled bays as specified in Schedule 4. Operating at the times specified in Schedule 4 for use only by disabled 
persons vehicles displaying a disabled persons blue badge; 

extend the hours of permit holders only on-street parking places in certain lengths of the roads on the days and times specified 
in Schedule 5; 

impose a system of permit parking in Langlands Rise, Burnet Grove EPSOM and a certain length of West Hill EPSOM by converting

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25 per cent of motorists admit to driving 
when tired despite knowing the Hsks. 
Exchange and Mart backs the Brake 
Pledge to mark the latest Road Safety Week. 


In Great Britain alone, there were 
over 185,010 road traffic injuries 
and fatalities* (year ending June 
2016), yet nearly 139,000 could 
have been prevented if motorists 
were less distracted when driving. 

Whilst loss of concentration 
through tiredness is well 
documented to be the greatest 
cause of road accidents (62%), a 
new survey by Exchange and Mart 
reveals that nearly 1 in 4 motorists 
readily admit to regularly driving in 
these circumstances - and men are 
more prone to driving when tired 
than women. 

Marking the recent 19th Road 
Safety Week, Exchange and Mart is 
launched its Distracted Driving 

website, offering motorists a vital 
guide to driving safely and avoiding 
distractions. 

Jim Murray Jones, General 
Manager for Exchange and Mart 
explains: "Our survey results reveal 
that men and women are equally 
and most commonly distracted 
by their passengers, ensuring the 
air con is 'just so' and the music 
choice is to their liking. However, 
men are more prone to being 
distracted by eating and drinking 
than women, who are sidetracked 
by adjusting mirrors, seatbelts 
and seat positioning. Whatever 
the distraction, as many as 
72% of drivers have admitted to 
multitasking whilst driving and as 


such are putting themselves and 
their passengers at considerable 
risk. The launch of our Distracted 
Driving website will support people 
making the Brake Pledge; to drive 
slow, sober, secure, silent, sharp 
and sustainable." 

Whilst only 9% of motorists 
surveyed by Exchange and Mart 
said they use their mobile phone 
when driving, mobile phone usage 
by drivers remains the second 
most common cause of road traffic 
accidents. Interestingly, 33% 
motorists in the 18-24% age 
bracket admitted to frequently 
using their mobile phone while 
driving. It is illegal to drive while 
using a mobile phone and motorists 
caught by the police will receive 
three points on their driving licence 
and £100 fine. 

The third largest cause of 
driving accidents is people getting 
distracted by things outside their 
vehicle (7%). External distractions 
include bill-board advertising, 
'people watching' or even another 
vehicle involved in a road traffic 
accident. 

In total, one in four people 
surveyed by Exchange and Mart 
admit to being easily distracted 
by events happening outside their 
car, but 31% of women surveyed 
admitted to something easily 
catching their eye, compared to 
21% of men; this goes up to 33% 


for drivers aged 65 or older. 

Jim Murray Jones continues: 
"There are three forms of 
distracted driving, visual, manual 
and cognitive. Visual distractions 
will lead to the driver's eyes being 
taken from the road, manual 
distractions cause the driver to 


take one or both hands from the 
wheel and cognitive is similar to 
visual, but will lead to the driver's 
attention being drawn away. 

"It's astonishing to realise that 
around 95% of all road accidents 
can be blamed in part to human 
error. However, a staggering 75% 


of these can be wholly blamed on 
human errors. Road Safety week 
reminds all motorists to stop and 
think about the things they do, 
which could be putting themselves 
and others at risk. 

The top ten driving distractions 
have one thing in common - 


complacency. Our new Distracted 
Driving website offers tips, advice 
and facts about safer motoring, to 
help people make positive changes 
that benefit everyone."
